It 
now goes to President Bisenhower for final ratification.

Final action came after the

Senator Morse first sought to 
modify the treaty to make it 
clear that It would In no way 
affect the future legal status of 
Formosa and the Pescadores, 
left in doubt by  postwac 
treaties,
